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Inaccuracy found on grant writer’s resume

Ilie LSUS Administration discovered an 
“apparent error” on the resume of one of its 
staff members, Calvin Young, assistant direc¬ 
tor of the Shreveport Urban Services 
Consortium, submitted a new resume after an 
error was discovered on the original copy 
nearly a year after Young was hired. 

In November 1993, the Office of 
Academic Allans, under the supervision of 
Dr, William Mitchell, printed a classified ad in 
the Shreveport Times. The ad detailed a job 
opportunity for an academic grant writer. The 
job description required a bachelor's degree 


and two years experience in an academic 
grants office. 

Young applied for that position and was 
hired on Nov. 29, 1993. 


“Calvin sent us a letter saying (he) would 
like to apply for a job, and so forth, without a 
resume,” said Dr. William Mitchell, profes¬ 
sor. “I called Calvin up and said I need a 
resume, but we're very interested in you and 
could you come visit," 

Mitchell said, “I have never, in hiring peo¬ 
ple, gone and contacted their universities, I 
contact the people they list me to contact. I 
contacted every one of those listed, and every 
one knew Calvin, What I was interested in 
was his grant writing experience. They all 
knew about his giant writing experience and 
they all gave me good reports on his grant 
writing ability." 

Young said he then submitted a resume 


when he appeared for the initial interview with 
Mitchell, 

According to Cathy Graham, director of 
information services, an “apparent error” was 


discovered on Young's resume Sept. 8, 1994, 
by Mitchell. 

She also stated that Mitchell and Dr, Lyle 
Cook, dean of the College of Sciences, decid¬ 
ed that the discrepancy was not relevant to 
Young's present assignment as Assistant 
Director of the consortium, 

“Basically the resume was a typographical 
error,” Young said “When I saw the adver¬ 
tisement for this particular job, I saw it in the 
newspaper. Basically, I didn't have a resume 
on hand at that time,” he said. “I told my wife 
to put together a resume, and she put it togeth¬ 
er. On that resume she pul some erroneous 
information she had thought because I had 
talked to her about it" 

Youngs wife ccdd not be readied for 
comment 

Young's original resume, under the educa¬ 
tional background section, lists that Young 

attended Tularr University, School of Public 
Health, It also states he acquired a master's 
degree in public health in 1984. 

According to Moriene Anderson, certifica¬ 
tion official in the registrar's office at Tulane 
University, “Young was not registered at 
Tulane nor did he graduate from Tulane.” 

Young said, “When I married my wife I 
told her I had been accepted to Tulane 
University and she assumed that I finished the 
Tulane School of ftiblic Health. So when she 
got reatty to do the resume she assumed Ihad 
finished and she put that degree on there.” 

Young said, “1 was in Ruston when she 
made the resume. Once the resume was fin¬ 
ished I rushed font Ruston to Moiuoe to pick 
h up and came here to give an interview with¬ 


out ever looking at it because it was sealed 
inside a manila folder.” 

“When I came here I gave ft to Dr. 
Mitchell because he was the one doing the 
interview. He took the resume and looked 
over it,” Young said. “I didn’t get the resume 
and didn’t go over it because I was running 
late and dial's how the resume got cir¬ 
cled around. I was not worried about any¬ 
thing because f met all the qualifications for 
this job,” 

According to Young, he initially discov¬ 
ered tiie error on his resume during the job

“I found out about it (the error) when 1 was 
at the interview, when Dr. Mitchell mentioned 
it," Young said. “When the problem came up, 
I didn't tell him this is an error because 1 was 
shocked that it was on there. I only had a few 
seconds to respond so I just basically nodded

Athletic department to pursue scholarships

The athletic department is reconsider¬ 
ing its status in the non-scholarship 
NAIA Division IL 

On November 4, Athletic Director 
Larry Rambin presented a scholarship 
proposal to the Council of Chairs. 
Rambin proposed a minim um goal of 
$500 per semester as a starting point for 
financial assistance, with the understand¬ 
ing that the athletic department would 
raise the funds. The amount of scholar¬ 
ships offered and the number of athletes 
receiving them depend on how much 


money the department can raise. 

The Council approved the proposal 
and the Faculty Senate will hear it next. 

Harris said the 
money provided by 
the extra stipend 
would be a way to 
help out student ath¬ 
letes, not give them 
an advantage. 


Bui all of this is still in the planning 
stages, and some faculty members 
oppose this idea on the grounds that 


LSUS is primarily an academic institu¬ 
tion and should remain so. 

At the inception of the LSUS athletic 
program, it was agreed that no scholar¬ 
ships would be offered. Dr. Dalton 
Cloud said that was the main condition 
that convinced faculty members to sup¬ 
port an athletic program, 

“It would be handled carefully,” 
Cloud said. “There would he no scholar¬ 
ships and we would stay in leagues that 
do the same.” 

However, all pilot varsity teams now 
compete against scholarship schools. 
Cloud said at the time of the athletic pro¬ 
grams inception, every college in 
Louisiana, with the exception of LSU in 


Baton Rouge, was taking money out of 
academic funds to support athletics. 
Cloud hopes LSUS will not lean in a 
similar direction. 

Dr. Terry Harris, chair of the Athletic 
Council, said no definite decision has 
been made yet. He said an academic ele¬ 
ment may be attached to any award given 
to athletes. 

“We're not asking for funds, just the 
ability to raise money," Harris said. 

The program is currently funded by 
the $10 athletic fee paid by students each 
semester. Harris said the money provid¬ 
ed by the extra stipend would be a way 
to help out student athletes, not give 
them an advantage. 
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Earn a Mousteers or Ducktorate 
degree from Disney University

For those students interested in 
obtaining a Mousteers or a 
Ducktorate degree, try Disney 
University. D.U.is part of Disney 
World’s College Program which 
combines three aspects: working, 
living and learning. 

Leslie Munseli, a college rela¬ 
tions representative from Disney 
World came to campus November 17 
to share information about Disney’s 
college program. More than 35 peo¬ 
ple were in attendance. Disney 
recruits employees from college 
campuses nationwide. Three pro¬ 
grams are available: spring, summer 
and fall. The spring program begins 
January 10 and ends May 20 for 
those people accepted. LSUS stu¬ 
dents who are selected for the pro¬ 
gram may earn either three or six 
hours of college credit. 

While working for Disney, stu¬ 
dents will be housed at Vista Way, a 
hotel. The hotel has ail of the com¬ 
forts of home: a swimming pool, 
workout room and a Jacuzzi. 
Students may choose from a two 
bedroom, two bath for four occu¬ 
pants or a three bedroom, two bath 
for six occupants. The rent is taken 
out of student’s paychecks. Vista 
Way is located on Disney World 
property and a bus service is offered 
for those students who do not have 


cars. 

Those interested in the college 
program for the money need not be. 
With rent and food expenses, not 
much money will be left from pay- 
check to paycheck. But according to 
Munseli, the program is not about 
money. “For most of our students 
it’s a break even situation,” she 
said. It is about the experience. 
Students have a chance to meet not 
only people from around the United 
Stales, but from around the world as 
well. 

Tara Welch, a LSUS student who 
participated in the program during 
the spring of 1994, describes it as an 
“experience I value." Welch says 
she made lifelong friends while at 
Disney. She talks to one friend from 
Penn State at least once a week. 
Welch worked at Mickey’s Starland 
in merchandising. 

While at Disney World, each stu¬ 
dent must attend ten seminars. These 
seminars focus on different aspects 
of business including marketing, 
finance and hospitality. Seven semi¬ 
nars are mandatory for each student 
and the remaining three can be cho¬ 
sen in the student’s field of interest. 
Those students who do not miss a 
seminar and dc well in them receive 
a Ducktorate degree from Disney 
University. Those who miss one 
seminar and do well receive a 


looking for students to work in sev¬ 
eral areas including merchandise, 
food service, attractions, transporta¬ 
tion, custodial, life guarding and 
hotel service. Munseli said those 
students in a custodial position have 
the “most one on one contact with 
the guests.” 

Since Disneyland in California 
opened in 1955, Disney is a name 
that has become known throughout 
most of the world. In addition to the 
two theme parks in the United 
States, Disney has parks in Tokyo 
and Paris. Munseli describes 
GuroDisney in Paris as “the prettiest 
of them all.” GuroDisney is the 
newest addition to the Disney chain. 
It opened in 1992. 

But of all the parks, the one clos¬ 
est to home in Orlando, Florida is 
by far the largest of them all. Disney 
World occupies 45 square miles of 
central Florida. In addition to the 
Magic Kingdom, the property in 
Orlando is also home to Epcot 
Center, Disney MGM Studios and 
many hotels and resorts. In January, 
Disney World will open it’s newest 
attraction called Alien Encounter. 
Munseli describes this as a “PG-13 
type of attraction." 

The college program is an excel¬ 
lent opportunity for those interested 
in a career with Disney. “Disney is 
a company that believes in promo¬ 
tion form within,” said Munseli.

Dr. Beverly Burden in the biology 
department is currently applying for a 
grant for a research project to begin in 
February. Burden said the project will 
search for “ecological ways to control 
insect pests in agricultural systems, thus 
reducing pesticide use." 

Burden, who’s specialty is entomolo¬ 
gy, said the project will entail chemical 
ecology and the interaction between 
plants and insects. The project will focus 
on making plants resistant to insect 
attack. One way of doing this would be 
to change the chemistry of the plant to 
have a negative impact on the reproduc¬ 
tive system of the insect pest. 

Burden said she “anticipates student 
involvement to maintain a colony of 
insects,” and to work with cotton in 
order to control the cotton boliworm. By 
reducing pesticides, ecological benefits 
of this project would include reduced 
contamination in the soil, water and the 
wetlands. 

Burden came to LSUS this semester 
from the University of Wisconsin, where 
she was the state program director for 
genetically engineered vegetables for the 
Monsanto Corporation. She has success- 
hilly researched a project that inserted a 
gene in potato plants, creating a seif¬ 
growing toxin for insect pests, and was 
safe for human consumption.

To err is human; to forgive is 
just like this administration 


It was discovered, so they said, that 
there is an error on the resume of a 
member of the of this fine institution. We 
are not talking a misspelled word, but 
misused information. 

The resume originally submitted by 
Calvin R. Young was incorrect in that it 
stated that Young graduated with a mas¬ 
ter's degree from Tulane University 
School of Public Health. He never 
attended the University according to the 
New Orleans school's officials. 

The error made by Young was not 
only that this information was on the 
resume, but that he led the administra¬ 
tion to believe that it was true. 

Young's cover letter to his resume, 
which he said was written by his wife, 
states that he has graduate and gram 
writing experience. 

“Coupled with my graduate level 
training and practical experience will be 
an asset to your organization,” the letter 
says. This is the first mention of the 
incorrect information. 

Young said he found out about the 
erroneous information at an interview 
with Dr. William Mitchell. He said he 
did not tell Mitchell the information was 
incorrect and went along with the story. 
Nearly a year passed before a new 
resume was submitted by Young. 

Mitchell and Lyle Cook, dean of (be 
College of Sciences, decided that a mas¬ 
ter’s degree was not required for the job, 
and contend that it was not a factor in 
Young’s hiring. So Young continues to 
write grants for the University. 

When Young was originally hired in 
November 1993, his salary, $22,000 was 
“substantially" funded by the Shreveport 
Urban Services Consortium Grant and 
“partially” by the Office of Academic 
Affairs. 

The consortium was moved to the 
College of Sciences in July 1994. 
Young’s' title changed and his position 
was moved out of Academic Affairs. His 
salary is still $22,000, according to 
Cathey Graham, director of LSUS 
Information Services. It is funded by the 


grant and other indirect grant costs. 

The faculty and administration at this 
school continue to amuse me. Would it 
have been any different if Young was a 
faculty member? Yes, according to 
Mitchell. The situation, he said, would 
have been more serious had Young not 
been considered a staff person. 

Young was a faculty member, so to 
speak, last spring. That semester. Young 
taught a Biology 101 lab Course list¬ 
ings dated January 13, 1994, list 
Stephanie Aamodt to teach the second 
section of Biology 101. Just a few days 
later, on January 17, Young is listed to 
teach the class instead of Aamodt. 

Upon proper recollection, Aamodt 
said that she did in fact teach that section 
of Biology lecture, not Young. Dean 
Clark confirmed that Aamodt signed the 
grade sheets. 

According to Cook, Young was qual¬ 
ified for the lab position since a master’s 
degree is not required for the lab, though 
one is necessary to teach a lecture. 

“You would need to have a master’s 
degree (to teach the lecture class), which 
he (Young) does have," Aamodt said. 

Whether this “mistake” was indeed a 
mistake or not, the fact remains that 
someone did wrong and was not repri¬ 
manded. 

What the administrators at LSUS 
must do is reconsider this situation. 
Action needs to be taken. If someone is 
not truthful from the beginning, how can 
they be trusted until the end? Don’t just 
sweep this under the Chancellor’s rug 
and hope that no one will notice. 

Transcripts should be requested and 
received as soon, if not before, someone 
is hired. Isn’t that the way that it works 
for students? And we’re not even on the 
payroll.

Pilots teams need athletic 
scholarships, full support

In the beginning there was LSUS. A 
public university created for academic 
purposes only. In 1990, former chancel¬ 
lor Grady Bogue pushed the idea of ath¬ 
letics through the faculty ranks and 
established a small NCAA division HI 
sports program. Unfortunately, the battle 
for approval was a struggle. In order to 
allow collegiate sports on campus the 
faculty stipulated some terms to maintain 
(his institution’s academic devotion. The 
administration agreed that there would 
be no scholarship athletes and that LSUS 
teams would play in leagues with schools 
that offered no sports scholarships as 
well. To date we have no scholarship 
athletes but we do participate in games 
against schools that do. Check the scores 
and you can see that the difference in tal¬ 
ent is obvious; our Riots have been get¬ 
ting waxed. 

Athletic Director Larry Rambin has 
now raised the issue of a $500 per 
semester athletic stipend for some of our 
players. While this aggressive approach 
to improving our athletic program may 
have some merit it will most likely 
become a detriment to the Riot teams of 
the future. 

“Rambin's fund” for players may 
seem innocent on the surface because all 
of the money will be raised by the ath¬ 
letic department. None of the money will 
be pulled from the already tight state 
budget that operates this university. One 
must wonder, however, if any of this 
money would have been donated to other 
university departments should there be 
no athletic fund. If Rambin is willing to 
push the edge of the envelope by playing 
scholarship teams and by trying to initi¬ 
ate a scholarship type program then what 


will be next? 

Obviously we want winning teams at 
LSUS. To win at the level that we have 
decided to compete in we need more than 
just an athletic fund to give the players a 
little financial help. Riot teams need full 
athletic scholarships as well as decent 
training facilities and full time coaches. 
Granted we can’t have these things right 
now but if we are ever going to get what 
we need it is going to take the support of 
the faculty. 

By going through the Faculty Senate 
instead of the entire faculty to get 
approval for the stipend, Rambin is mak¬ 
ing a big mistake. Indeed he may be 
opening a can of worms that might twist 
and turn our athletic program into the 
din. Just as his decision to play teams 
with scholarship players has now caused 
a need for an athletic stipend, Rambin’s 
blatant disregard for faculty opinion may 
disenfranchise LSUS athletics altogether. 
Remember that after all of us have grad¬ 
uated the faculty will still remain and 
without their support the sports program 
will never get the tools they need for suc¬ 
cess. 

Though the athletic depanment, under 
Rambin, is trying to help, it is impera¬ 
tive that they keep their eyes on the big 
picture. If we are ever going to have suc¬ 
cess in our athletic program we will need 
more than a few dollars donated to our 
players' checkbooks. The first step the 
athletic department must take is to gain 
complete suppon of die faculty. Passing 
an athletic stipend through the faculty 
senate will go along way toward losing 
that support forever. 

Please, for the sake of future athletics 
at LSUS, lets urge our athletic director 
to do the right thing or let's find some¬ 
one who can.

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Deer Hunting 101: The truth about Bambi 



This time of year the ASPCA and the 
Humane Society always seem to get irate 
about people hunting innocent little deer. 
In order to help 
enlighten many of you, 

I decided to write this 
week's column on the 
myths of deer and deer 
hunting. 

When most people! 
think of deer, they! 
think of Bambi, a shy, 
cute little critter with _ , 

spots and big brown k-«UCk 

eyes. The folks that Phillips 
were here last week with Disney can tell 
you that this is not true. In fact, many 
deer are considered to be dangerous big 
game and as a result it is not recom¬ 
mended that the timid take up hunting 
them. 

To dispel one of the myths surround¬ 
ing deer in general, we need to take a 
look at the Louisiana WhitetaiL The 
Whitetail deer we know today comes 
originally from the Yugoslavian Boar 
Stag. The Boar Stag was a four legged 


creature with razor sharp antlers that 
were used to slice through the tough 
outer skin of the Russian Bear thus 
exposing its innards* So you see, they 
were not as timid as many first believed.

and went along with it.* 

According to Cathey Graham, Young 
submitted a correct copy of his resume on 
Nov. 15,1994, after the “apparent error" was 
discovered. 

Young's new resume states that he 
acquired a bachelor’s degree in 
Biochemistiy/Public Health from Xavier 
University, He also has a School of 
Respiratory Medicine diploma from the 
California College of Health Sciences. 

Mitchell said, “When we discovered that 
he did not have the degree, we did some soul 
searching as to whether or not that was suffi¬ 
cient to terminate him. In feet, he asked us, 
when Dean Cook and 1 came to him, ‘Do you 
want my resignation' 71 "
